Commander MacDonald had been 
gone from Harbor Grace 23 hours, 
and no word had been received of 
his whereabouts. 


With reckless daring, MacDon- 


ald had started across the ocean 
alone in a light De Haviland Moth 
plane, with only 100 gallons of 
fuel 
His margin of safety gradu-

GUIDE IN CULLING 


Easier To Pick 
PbbV Birds 


From Good Flock Than

of the flock should be the first im-
